2. To raise such sums of money as may be neces- 
sary to defray town charges for the ensuing year and 
make appropriation of the same. 


3. To see how much money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the decoration of soldiers’ 
graves, and the proper observance of Memorial Day. 


4. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the amount of money necessary to secure State 
Aid for the permanent improvement of highways. 


5. To see how much money the town. will vote to 
raise and appropriate for payment of town debt. 


6. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of three hundred dollars for the control 
of the White Pine Blister Rust. 


7. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of one hundred dollars to be given to the 
Laconia Hospital. 


8. To see what action the town will take in regard 
to discount for early payment of taxes. 


9. To see if the town will authorize the Selectmen 
to lay out and construct a new piece of road from the 
Crook residence to the foot of Steel Hill and discontinue 
the present ‘highway when said road is completed. 


10. To see if the town will vote to reopen the road 
from Fair Grounds to the Timothy French place, same 
being closed by vote of the town March 11, 1931. 


11. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to hire such sums and amounts as necessary 
to defray town charges in anticipation of taxes. 


12. To see if the town will vote to dispose of the 
snowrolls. 


13. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to sell the real estate deeded to the town by 
the Collector. 


14. To transact any other business that may legally 
come before said meeting.

To the School Board of Sanbornton: 


I herewith submit, without any comment or dis- 
cussion, data for future reference if needed. This will 
require very little printing space. 

Last year, five schools were supported; at the pres- 
ent time, four. The number of pupils enrolled in the 
schools in September, 1932, was 124; in September, 1931, 
was 127. 

The number attending junior high and high school 
in 1931, was 29 and is the same this year. 

The per pupil cost of the Elementary Schools in 
Sanbornton for the year ending June 30, 1932, was $77.15. 
The median per pupil cost for the whole state was $82.11. 
This means, the per pupil cost in Sanbornton is about 
five dollars less than the median cost of the state. 

The four teachers are all Normal School graduates 
and all now residents of Sanbornton. I consider that 
all the schools are doing helpful work that will function 
in the life of the child now and later.
